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LADY LAVERY 


We regret to announce that: Lady Lavery, 
wife of Sir John Lavery,” the dig ingaishea 
Irish artist, died at her London. residence off 
Thursday night. In an official statement the 
cause of her death.is given as “ heart-failure, 
due to myocarditis, after a long “ilhhess,’’ 
Sir John Lavery and ‘his stepdaughter, Mrs. 
McEnery, were at her bedside when she died. 
Lady Lavery had a serious illness at the 
beginning of last year, but seemed to have 
made a remarkable recovery. 

A woman noted for her beauty, she was 
her husband’s favourite model. Her’s is sup- 
posed to be the head which symbolises Erin 
on the Free State ten shilling currency note, 
and in Sir John’s picture, ‘‘ The Dentist,’ 
shown at the Royal Society. of Portrait 
Painters’ Exhibition in 1929, Lady Lavery 
was the woman in the chair. He never tired 
of painting her. The latest of his. many 
portraits was one done last year, in the course 
of her long illness. 

Lady Lavery was very popular as a hostess, 
and had troops of friends. Sir John Lavery's 
second wife—they were married in 1910—she 
was Hazel, daughter of Edward Jenner 
Martyn, of Chicago, and widow of Edward 
Livingston Trudeau, of New York. . i 

The Lord Mayor of Belfast, Councillor Sir 
Crawford McCullagh. D.L., bas sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Sir John Lavery — - 

“The: Lord Mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of the City of Belfast regret to learn of the 
death of your esteemed and devoted wife, 
and tender to you their sincere sympathy in 
your great. bereavement.” 

HER ARTISTIC MONUMENT

During the difficult puatpatlere 
before and after the Treaty it was in private 
letters to Lady Lavery that the Irish leaders 
were able to convey their views and hopes 
and wishes to the English Cabinet.

MAJOR H. LEFROY 
The death occurred on Wednesday last of 
Major H. Lefroy,. of Cambrai, Killaloe, 


County Clare. The son of the late Captain 


Henry Maunsell Lefroy, he was educated at | 


Malvern College for the Royal Artillery, and 
afterwards was appointed to the Engineering 
Department on the survey of the Rocky 
Mountain division, Union Pacifie Railway. 
On the completion of that undertaking, he 
returned to Ireland and went into business, 

When war was declared in 1914 Major 
Lefroy was given command of the Southern 
Recruiting (Royal Irish Regiment) Area. 
Two years later he was promoted as a _per- 
sonal assistant to the Director-General, Reyal 
Artillery, and within a year was made 
Assistant ‘Superintendent, Royal Arsenal, in 
charge of the ammunition output, and Liaison 
Officer between the Admiralty, the War Office 
and the Royal Air Force. For these services 
he was mentioned in dispatches and obtained 
his Brevet. Majority. 

He retired in 1919, but his interest in 
the Army and in ex-Service men continued. 
He was Chairman of Field-Marshal Earl 
French’s Advisory Committee for ex-Service 
Men, County Clare and County -Tipperary, 
and a member of the Advisory Committee of 
the’ Ministry of Pensions, Southern Treland. 
In 1924 he was appointed a trustee by. the 
Duke of Devonshire for the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, Ireland, of which 
scheme he himself was the originator. He 
was Vice-President of the British Legion, 
Southern Ireland, a director of Cables and 
Wireless, Limited, and of Imperial and Inter- 
national Communications Limited, and a 
Peace Commissioner in the Irish Free State. 

Major Lefroy married in 1895, Minnie, 
daughter of J. Minchin, of “Annagh, 
Nenagh, Co. Tipperary, who survives him.

BEET FOR FEEDING 
——-b—-— 
PULP AND TOPS 


Sugar pulp is as good as oats for feeding 
to calves, milch cows and fattening stock. 
Where roots are not available, or where the 
quantity is insufficient, their place may. be 
taken by dry pulp provided it is steeped in 
water some twelve hours before feeding. In 
fact. the condition of the bowels and of the 
dung of the animals may be reculated by the 
quantity of water added tc the pulp at the 
time of steeping, a large proportion of water 
rendering the pulp very loosening and a small 
quantity making it only mildly laxative. <A 
certain amount of dried pulp may also enter 
into the diet of the pig,. particularly the dry 
sow and the ** but beet pulp is rather 
bulky to form even a moderate percentage 
of the daily feed of a fattening pig. 

When beet is tared a portion of the root, 
together with the leaves is left over, and, if 
not used in the fresh condition,must be ensiled. 
It is best to use this material fresh, how- 
ever. It begins to decompose in about 
three weeks after cutting, and hence must be 
fed before the expiration of that period, 
Tops and crowns may be available for feed- 
ing over a period of e'ghty to ninety days.

Because of the succulent character, this food 
material is comparable with roots to which 
it is nearly equa! It is not advisable to 
allow cattle on to the field to feed freely on 
the residue after the teet is removed Far 
better results re obtained by rati ning. and 
if fed in yards or in troughs to loose cattle 
a wise precaution is to wring off the tops 
from the crowns. Otherwise the stock. in 
seeking the more palatable crowns, are in- 


clined to drop some of the leaves outside the 
trough and to trample on them. 

Sugar beet tops and crowns may be fed to 
milch cows, to which the allowance may 
reach as high as 80 lbs. daily. The expense 
of carting may be saved if feedimg is done 
on the field. Sheep are useful for this pur- 
pose, and while it is true that a certain pro- 
p»rtion will be tram} led by the sl eep, never. 
theless very good results are obtained in this 
way. Sheep will fatten on such food, 
cially if they are given a small allow 
hay and a trace of meals in addition.
